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Author Visits 
GF Campus 

Dr. Errol T. Elliott, research 
associate of Earlham school of 
religion, recently visited the GF 
campus and Newberg community. 
Dr. Elliott has been commissioned 
by the Friends United Meeting 
(formerly known as the Five 
Years Meeting) to write a history 
of the westward movement of 
Friends in America. It is to in- 
clude all Quakers west of the 
Alleghenies such as Oregon Year- 
ly Meeting, Pacific, California, 
and other bodies in the mid-west 
and western United States. 

He is now in the process of 
completing his research in prep- 
aration for writing. Dr. Elliott 
spent his time here using the li- 
brary faculties and meeting with 
Quakers in the Portland-Newberg 
area. 

He left Newberg April 7 to tra- 
vel to Greenleaf, Idaho, and from 
there will return to his home in 
Richmond, Indiana. Dr. Elliott 
plans to make similar visits this 
summer to Iowa, Kansas, North 
Carolina — covering not only con- 
servative meetings, but also Hick- 
site and Guerneyite congrega- 
tions. 

In the past Dr. Elliott has been 
chairman of the Friends World 
Committee, assistant clerk of the 
Friends World Conference in Ox- 
ford, England, executive secretary 
of the Five Years Meeting, editor 
of the American Friend, and pas- 
tor of First Friends in Indianapo- 
lis. 

Dr. Elliott stated that he was 
very favorably impressed with 
George Fox college under the ad- 
ministration of Dr. Milo C. Ross 
and the faculty, the development 
of buildings and equipment, and 
the good spirit that invades the 
campus. "I have enjoyed the stu- 
dents' dress and good manners. 
We have a great heritage as Qua- 
kers — we should know what it 
is, but we cannot live upon ex- 
perience of our ancestors — we 
must each have our own Christian 
experience." 

State Dept. 
Reviews Ed. 
Program 

At a recent meeting of the 
State Education department at 
Salem, Dr. William Ward, direc- 
tor of teacher certification, an- 
nounced the date for review of the 
initial secondary teacher educa- 
tion program at George Fox 
college as November 15, 16, and 
17. 

The program is to be put into 
operation at the beginning of 
Fall term. Courses to be offered 
will be for the junior year. The 
visitation team will revisit a year 
later to review courses to be giv- 
en during the senior year, which 
includes the student teaching ex- 
perience. This program will pre- 
pare for the Oregon Basic cre- 
dential. 

Screening of students to enter 
the junior year will be done dur- 
ing the latter part of May. All 
junior students who are interested 
in secondary teacher education 
should contact Dean Moore's of- 
fice as soon as possible.

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Government, business and aca- 
demic authorities will discuss 
"The United States and China", 
during a two-day public confer- 
ence at Portland State College, 
Friday and Saturday, April 29- 
30. 

The conference will bring to- 
gether persons with a wide range 
of views on the Communist China 
question, including State Depart- 
ment officials, scholars and re- 
cent Canadian visitors to China. 
Senator Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 
will speak at a dinner Saturday at 
6:30 p.m., discussing "The Choice 
Before Us". 

Sponsors are The American 
Friends Service Committee, Lew- 
is and Clark College, Portland 
State College, Reed College and 
the University of Portland. There 
are 15 cooperating organizations. 

Purpose of the two-day con- 
ference is to explore in open and 
factual discussion the "China 
problem". 

Conference Dean, John A. 
Sullivan, executive secretary of 
the American Friends Service 
Committee, Northwest region, 
said, "The time for re-examina- 
tion and reconstruction of U.S.- 
China policy is embarrassingly 
overdue. The logical way to do 
this is to increase public aware- 
ness of the facts of the situation 
and to help the public approach 
the need to make decisions based 
on fact instead of responding to 
hysteria, fear and prejudice." 

Question and answer sessions 
will follow each address and 
panel discussion in order to en- 
courage exploration of the prob- 
lem. 

Registration fee for the con- 
ference is $5 for the general pub- 
lic. Students will be admitted 
free. Registration materials can 
be obtained by writing to the 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, P.O. Box 4111, Portland, 
Ore. 97208. AH conference ses- 
sions will be in the Portland State 



College Center. 

Two recent visitors to China 
will discuss "China Today" in 
the conference's opening session 
at 3 p.m. Friday, April 29. Hugh 
Keenleyside and C. S. Burchill 
will present slides, films and com- 
ments during the presentation. 

Keenleyside is chairman of the 
British Columbia Hydro and 
Power Authority, Vancouver, B.C. 
Burchill is head of the Depart- 
ment of History and Economics 
at the Royal Roads Military Aca- 
demy, Victoria, B.C., and presi- 
dent of the World Federalists of 
Canada. 

"China in Perspective" will be 
the subject Friday night beginning 
at 7:30, following a dinner in the 
College 'Center cafeteria. Leading 
the discussion will be O. Edmund 
Clubb and George Taylor. 

Clubb, a U.S. Foreign Service 
officer in China from 1929-50 and 
the last U.S. Consul General in 
Peking, is now a lecturer at Co- 
lumbia University and author of 
"Twentieth Century China". Tay- 
lor, director of the Far Eastern 
and Russian Institute at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, lived in 
China from 1930-39, and has 
written extensively about China. 

"United States and China: The 
Political Problems", will be dis- 
cussed Saturday morning, begin- 
ning at 9:30. Harold Jacobson and 
Robert Scalapino will lead this 
session. 

Jacobson is director of Asian 
Communist Affairs for the State 
Department. He was Chief of the 
China Branch of the State De- 
partment's Research Office from 
1951-57. Scalapino is head of the 
Political Science Department at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley and has written exten- 
sively on China affairs. 

Commenting on the discussion 
of "China in Perspective" will be 
Stuart Innerst, William Holland 
and Taylor. Innerst is co-author 
of "A New China Policy". Hol- 
land is head of the Department of 
Asian Studies at the University of 
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British Columbia and editor of 
the Journal of Pacific Affairs. 

"Communications With China: 
Current Policies" will be discussed 
by Jacobson at 1:30 p.m. Follow- 
ing this discussion will be a trade 
panel, "The Pros and Cons of 
Non-strategic Trade with the 
People's Republic of China". 
Among the panelists will be Jack 
Gomperts, prominent California 
businessman and former president 
of the World Trade Association 
of San Francisco. 

Innerst will lead discussion on 
"Can We Open Windows to Chi- 
na?" beginning at 3:30 p.m. Burch- 
ill and Taylor will comment on 
the discussion. 

At 5 p.m., the conference will 
discuss community workshops. 
Cecil Thomas will discuss how to 
open the dialogue on China in 
communities and organizations. 
Thomas organized the National 
Conference on the United States 
and China held last year in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Following Morse's dinner 
speech, there will be a summary 
panel of the conference at 9 p.m., 
"The United States and China: 
Collision or Co-Existence".
